Capt. and Mrs. John M. Stratton, while enroute home to 
Sierra Madre after four years of service in Germany, passed 
through portions of the flood-devastated Middle West last week. 

In a ietter to his parents, Mr. and Mrs. W. D. Stratton (Mr. 
Stratton is associated with the Sierra Madre Hardware Company), 
Capt. Stratton said “there were 
two high water threats in our 
route. The Mississippi was 
flooding in Southern Minnesota, 
and we crossed ahead of the 
crest in Davenport, Iowa. 

“I had figured on crossing 
the Missouri flood behind the 
crest, but it is such a big flood 
and has done so much damage 
that it looks as if there won’t 
be anything left when it. passes 
on,” the A) my officer stated. 

“We took the bull by the 
horns and headed straight west 
on our course which went 
through Council Bluffs and 
Omaha. The crest of the flood 
reached the cities today (April 
18) and so did we after talk¬ 
ing our way through three 
roadblocks where it was said 
no one could get through. 

“. . . There was little to do 
when we came through except 
wait. Some of those workers 
had gone for days without 
sleep and sure looked it,” Capt. 

Stratton reported. “Volunteers 
from hundreds of miles away 
were there working without 
pay, without sleep and without 
even hope in some cases where 
after days and nights of work, 
the river smashed through. 

Council Bluffs seems the hard¬ 
est hit . . .” 

The captain, Mrs. Stratton, 
and two children, John, 214, and 
Jimmie, 114, were scheduled to 
arrive in Sierra Madre Tuesday. 

The youngsters never had been 
seen by their grandparents. In 
Germany, Capt. Stratton serv¬ 
ed with the Counter Intelli¬ 
gence Corps.
